Washington, July 20,—(Special.)— 
The proposed new Nicaraguan treaty, 
Virtually establishing an American 
protectorate over Nicaragua, which 
Becretary of State Bryan urged before 
the senate foreign relations’ commit- 
tee on Saturday, with the consent an: 
approval of President Wilson §in- 
kugurates a vastly important new 
policy this 
tion Central 
bors. 

It will ultimately establish the Unit- 
Pd States as [Lord Paramount of the 
Western hemisphere, and has led to-4 
the suggestion that Mr. Bryan has 
abandoned his anti-impertalist views. 

The matter has hecome the absorb- 
Ing topic of diplomatic and congres- 
tional discussion. 

To Cover Central America. 

While official utterances have not 
been given, of the purpose of the 
administration to outline a general 
policy toward Central America, mem- 
bers of the senate evince a growing 
conviction that the principle to be ap- 
Plied to Nicaragua 18 one that the 
' Wilson administration would be glad 
to. see extended to the other Cen- 
tral American republics. 

Members of the foreign relations 
committee who were present when 
Secretary Bryan unfolded his plan Sat- 
urday continued today to assert they 
could not discuss the new  develop- 
ment. The original Nicaraguan treaty 
has been the subject of open  dis- 
cussion among senators. This compact

Senators Are Divided. 

The later project, to extend a vir- 
tual protector@te over Nicaragua, has 
Assumed the character of an interna- 
tional policy, which members of thé 
Benate are discussing with emphatic’ 
expressions of opinion. It is believed 
that Senators Clarke, of ArKkKan- 
Sas, Borah and some other influentia, 
members of the foreign relations com- 
mittee will take the general attitude 
of opposition toward the Bryan-Wil- 
B0n plan; while Senators O’Gorman, 
Burton and several others,@re known 
to favor many of its conmhtint points. 

Secretary Bryan has not proposed, it 
is understood, that the United States 
Bhal] assume or guarantee the debts 
of the republic of Nicaragua. The 
desire of Nicaragua for a control of its 
customs resources by the United 
States, so that it could secure loans 
to refund its pressing debt. has been 
known for some time, and now the 
opposition of the senate foreign rela- 
tions’ committee when it came before 
that body in the form of a definite 
treaty agreement. 

Definite Statement of Policy. 

Secretary Bryan's plan calls for a 
fefinite statement of policy that would 
fFuarantee Nicaragua’s independence, 
would guarantee the control by the 
Dnited States of that country’s deal- 
ings with foreign naticns and would 
but into definite terms the recognized 
rinciples of the Monroe doctrine, pro- 
Siitine foreign nations from secur- 
Ine footholes Amei‘cam con- 
linent.

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TWO YOUNG BOYS 
MEET THEIR END 
UN FISHING TRIP 


Jerry Moles and Casey Dan- 
iels Are Drowned in Chat- 
tahoochee River Saturday 


Afternoon. 


BODIES FOUND SUNDA*’ 
AFTER A LONG SEARCH 


Clothing of Two Boys Had 
Been Caught in Fish Line. 
Mothers of the Boys Pros- 
trated. 


Drowned while on a fishing trip the 
bodies cf Jerry Moles and Casey Dan- 
jels, two boys, wera found Sunday 
afternoon caught in a fish line that 
spans the Chattahoochee river at the 
end of the Marietta road. 

The discovery came after an all 
night search instigated by the widowed 
mother of Casey Daniels, who, in a 
vivid premonition, was told that her 
san had met a watery fate. 

Jerry Moles is a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
N. L. Moles, of 34 Humphries street. 
He was 17 years old. His companion 
was only 15, and lived at 71 High- 
tower street with his mother, Mrs. 
os Darkels, an aged woman, whose 
condition since the tragedy has crea- 
ted grave fears. 

Were on Fishing Trip. 

The bodtes were fully clothed. The 
boys had gone to the river early Sat- 
urday morning on a fishing trip. The 
theory has been advanced that while 
boating, one of the chums fell into 
the stream. In an effort at rescue by 
the other, both sank to their death. 

The discovery was made by George 
W. Smith, who lives at 527 West North 
avenue. Smith was at the river Sun- 
day morning, and joined the large 
crowd of searchers which spread over 
the river banks at the spot where the 
missing boys had last been seen. Alone 
in a boat, he rowed to the center of 
the stream where he found a fish 
line that ran from one bank to the 
other. 

Pulling the line into his boat, he 
found it too heavy to manage. Think- 
ing that it prohably was loaded-with 
fish, he rowed back to shore and ob- 
tained help. WHER At the line 
revealed both bod{iés, c&ught in hooks 
midway of the river. os 

The dead boys had been inseparable 
companions for years. The homes of 
their parents are located in the same 
neighborhood, and they were employed 
as mechanics in the Southern Ma- 
chine Works. Recently, théey had 
worked together at the same machine. 

Boys Had a Holiday. 

Saturday was holiday at their shons. 
Soon after breakfast they met at the 
Daniels home and set out with fishing 
tackle and lunch for the river to 
epend the day fishing. From the time 
they left the river car line, where it 
runs parallel with the banks of the 
Chattahoochee at Marietta road, no 
one saw them, so far as is known. 

They had promised their parents 
to be home by nightfall. They were 
model youths, spent their nights at 
heme, and invariably did the bidding 
of the parents. Casey, upon coming 
home from work Friday night, turned 
over the week’s wages to his mother, 
allowing himself only car fare and a 
nickels with which to make Sat- 
urday’s tragic trip. 

Mrs. Daniels is the widowed moth- 
er of nine children. Only two were 
living with her. Casey was the main 
support of her household. When he 
failed to return Saturday night, as he 
had promised, she became fearful of 
his safety, and the police were not}- 
fied that the two boys were missing. 

Bodies Are Recovered. 

Sunday afternoon shortly after 2 
telephone a message came that the 
bodies had been found and that they 
were being brought to town by the 
undertakers. 

N. L. Moles, father of Jerry, was out 
of town Sunday... He was on the way 
to Atlanta when the bodies were dis- 
covered, and wil! know nothing of the 
tragedy until he returns. 

Mrs, Moles is also prostrated from 
grief. She was not allowed to view 
the body, and was Kept In bed at the 
order of her physician throughout the 
afternoon and night. 

A search for the missing boys was 
begun early Saturday night at the re- 
quest of both familles. Both shores 
of the river were thronged Wwith men 
and boys, but no trace was found un- 
til the fish line yielded its tragic catch 
on Sunday. All night long the search- 
ers scoured the woods and banks. 

No Bruises on Bodies. 

No wounds or bruises were on either 
body. The boys were fully clothed, 
even to shoes, collar and tie. No one 
has been able to find the fishing tackle 
with which the boys left their homes. 
This adds credence to the belief that 
they were. boating at the time, and 
that the boat and their effects sank 
with their bodies. 

Another theory is that in trying to 
land a fish the lads capsized their boat. 
Neither boy was a good swimmer, and 
it was for this reason that Mrs. Moles 
had protested against her son making 
the trip. No trace of a missing boat, 
however, can be found. 

While the searchers raked the woods 
along the Chattahoochee, the police of 
Atlanta were searching the city. At 8 
o'clock Saturday night police head- 
quarters was telephoned by someone in 
the neighborhood of both homes and 
asked to look for the missing boys. 

The bodies were brought into the city 
and taken to the undertaking estab- 
lishment of Harry G. Poole. Funeral] 
arrangements have not yet been made. 

Coroner Donehoo has been notified of 
the case, and made an investigation 
Sunday afternoon. An inquest will 
probably be held some time this morn-

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TODAY'S HERETICS 
IN PULPITS GIVEN 
PRAISE BY ROBINS 


“The People We Are Shipping 
Out of Our Churches Are 
the Ones Men Want to 
Hear.” 


“OLD IDEALS ARE DEAD,” 
SAYS PASTOR OF TRINITY 


“Nearly Every Church Has 
Banished Some Man Who 
Is Now Teaching World, 
Uplifting Men.” 


That the heretics of today are 
preachers of tomorrow, and that they 
are the men the people want to hear, 
was the striking statement made by 
Dr. J. B. Robins, pastor of Trinity 
church, Sunday morning in an em- 
phatic sermon on the need of the 
church to meet the new conditiong of 
the present day. 

Dr. Robins based his discourse on a 
text from St. Paul, the main idea be- 
ing that the past should be forgotten 
in looking to the present. In effect, 
Dr, Robins said: 

“A man should forget his past, tin 
order that he may take proper heed 
of the things that confront him in the 
present. Of course, this) does not mean 
that the past should be obliterated, 
for even were it possible, none of us 
would willingly cease to remember the 
beautiful things that made the past 


bright for us. But the past should be 
dismissed, set aside, and each man 
should live today as if there had never 
been another day, and as if there 
would never be one in the future. 
Nothing Counts Except Progress. 

“Above all things he should be true, 
and he should not let things that have 
happened and are done with hinder 
him from a proper progression in hu- 
man life. A man who gets no new 
idea in twenty years ought to have 
been dead twenty years ago. Nothing 
counts in life except the progressive, 
a true heart, courage, sincerity, devo- 
tion and a mind determined to know 
the truth. Forget the past and think 
ahead. 

“When Christ came on 
found no preacher with whom He would 
riak. His message. None who occupied 
offictal positions were invited to re- 
ceive His truths, and aid Him in His 
work. ‘He chose humble men, men 
free of their past, who were not hin- 
dered by things of the past, and I 
wonder if Christ came on earth again 
today would He find His ministers doting 
His work, helping men to better life; 
or would He find them so dependent 
on past ideals that they are forgetting 
to do His bidding. In the past He did 
not choose them. He did not want 
them. He wanted the man who want- 
ed to know Him. 

“Nowadays there is a untversal in- 
difference to the condition of men on 
the part of the church. There is a 
restlessness, a dissatisfaction, anc 
people are saying hard things about 
the church. I cannot help but ask 
myseif, what is the matter with us’”’ 
And I know the answer. We ara 
afraid to turn loose the willows of 
past ideas for fear we will sink when 
we try to swim. 

Christ Forgot the Past. 

“Christ touched the world because 
He forgot the past and looked to the 
needs of His time and to the needs of 
future generations. 

“The heretics of today are the 
preachers of tomorrow, and it has al- 
ways been so. They present new phases 
of old thoughts, and give us what we 
need and want. 

“The people that we are shipping 
out of our churches are the people 
men want to hear. They help mentoa 
larger life, make them a blessing to 
themselves and others. Like Erasmus, 
they are not wanted. Erasmus lived 
in poverty and under disapproval, but 
when he died he left a new testament 
and a reformation which is the basis 
of the larger churches of today. The 
men the churches have pushed out and 
will push out are the men who have 
gotten into touch with larger truths, 
who show a better way of life. They 
may make mistakes, but their ideals 
are the new ideals. 

‘We have people in the churches 
who are trying to do what has been 
done for a hundred years; who are 
preaching what has been preached for 
three hundred years. And we need 
-nad want the men who know their 
times, who are big enough to take in 
the suffering of the world, and who 
can offer the truth as he sees and whc 
can meet the new needs of the world. 

Have Done Big Work. 

“Nearly every church has banished 
some man who is now teaching the 
world, uplifting men and giving a big- 
cer outlook on religion and life. 

«The old ideals are derd. The nev 
ideals must be shown to the people. 
The preachers of today must know in 
what their people are interested; must 
find out what reaches, touches and 
draws them, and Knowing these things, 
must offer them the religion of Christ 
as related to their needs. I like the 
freshness of the new thought. I find 
something in it that I find nowhere 
else and that I will find nowhere else. 

“tn the progression of human life 
religion enlarges itself as well as other 
things. Let us think of this and help 
to give the world the things it needs”

It is a fact that can no longer be 
denied, or even concealed from the 
people, that the present legislature has 
not come up to the public expecta- 
tions that had been raised concern- 
ing it. 

Everyone knows that more than half 
of the session has slippea away, and 
not one single act of interest to the 
state-at-large has been passed. Some 
good measures have been sifted out by 
the committees from the usual mass 
of impossible and irrelevant legisla- 
tion that has been proposed. 

A number of these. such as the com- 
pulsory education bill, the inheritance 
tax bill, the bill to pay the teachers by 
a temporary increase in the tax rate 
and the kindergarten bill, have been 
favorably reported by standing com- 
mittees of one or the other of the 
two houses; but so far none of these 
has been given a definite place upon 
the calendar. Only one measure of 
state-wide importance has been. sched- 
uled for final action, and that is the 
general appropriations bill, which has 
been made a special order in the house 
for tomorrow.

That Edward If of England met with a 
fearful death in Berkeley Castle in 1327, and 


that he was buried in Gloucester Cathedral 
are statements of history that are generally 
accepted. But there have always been doubts 


about both of these, and in fact, a great 
deal of the history of the monarch during 
the last few years of his life. 

When Edward was deposed he remained 
at Kenilworth Castle until the spring of 
1327. The conspirators who ousted him felt 
that the government was too insecure to al- 
low him to remain alive, and he was trans- 
ferred from the mild custody of his cousin 
to that of two knights, Thomas de Gournay 
and John Maltravers, who on April 3: re- 
moved him by night from Kenilworth. Such 


secrecy enveloped his subsequent movements 


that very different accounts of them have 
been preserved of his removal to Berkeley. 

The new jailers inflicted every possible 
indignity upon- Edward, and entered on a 


systematic course of ill-treatment which 


could have but one end. He was denied suf- 
ficient food and clothing, he was prevented 
from sleeping, he was crowned with a crown 
of hay, and shaved by the roadside with 
ditch water. Yet the queen reproved the 
guards for their mild treatment. 

At last Thomas of Berkeley was removed 


from his own castle, so that the inhumanity 


of the jailers should be deprived of its last 
restraint. Edward was now removed to a 


pestilential chamber over the charnel-house 


in the hope that he would die of disease;

Dr. Daniel Favors Bill, With 
Provision Excusing Chil- 
dren Whose Parents Object 
‘to Reading Bible in School. 


Rev. Charles W. Daniel, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, speaking on the 
subject of “The Bible and the Public 
Schools,” before a large congregation 
Sunday morning, declared that the Bi- 
ble is now generally read in the com- 
mon schools of Georgia, and charged 
that the necessity for action has arisen 
in the protests that have been made to 
such a practice by certain religicus 
bodies. 

Dr. Daniel declared that he favored 
the reading of the Bible in the public 
schools as a part of the cultural and 
moral edueation of the youth, but he 
took the position that due provision 


should be made for excusing from 
the hearing of the reading any children 
whese parents so request. 
Must Provide Child’s Needs. 
taking over the education of 
the state,’ said Dr. Dan- 
under obligation to 
provide, within constitutional limits, 
for all the needs of the child. The 
education that neglects the moral de- 
velopment of the child is defective. By 
the omission from school] life of moral 
instruction, the impression is ,made 
upon the child that such matters are 
of indifference. 

“The glaring deficiencies in our pub- 
lic educational policies along this line 
attest the need.” 

Another reason 
for favoring the reading of the Bi- 
ble in the public schools is that the 
ehildren of the commonwealth are en-

Dr. L. O. Bricker Speaks Upon 
Influence of Book. 


In urging the use of the Bible in! 
publie schools, Dr. L. O. Bricker, of 
the First Christian church, delivered a 
strong sermon last night on “The story 
of the Bible—its enemies, its friends, 
and its influences upon civilization.”

Protest From Church Standpoint. 


“We protest against this bill from 


the standpoint of the churches of Geor- 


gia. Our public school system as now 
conducted commands the hearty 
port of the churches because it 
upon a purely secular and political 
basis. They have realized that the 
teaching of religion in the _ schools 
was not a part of the functions of th 
state. Therefore they have established 
sunday schools and have inculcated re- 
izgious training in the homes to meet 
the lack of religious instructionfin the 
schools. If the state is going into the 
teaching of religion by law the church 
will not need to maintain day schools 
or Sunday schools for the purpose of 
religious instruction. To provide for 
the reading of the Bible in the publie 
schools has the appearance cof the most 
innocent proposition, but it Is a plain 
step in departure from the accepted 
limitations of the state's function, and 
a plain encroachment upon the funce- 
tion of the church. The bil) as of- 
fered in the senate provides that the 
Bible shall be read ‘with or without 
comment.’ That shows that the muve- 
ment of the bill is toward the final 
introduction Of regular religious in- 
struction in the public schools. Why 
should it be now suggested that the 
‘with Or without comment’ clause 
shall be withdrawn from the bill? For 
long will it be withdrawn and 
it to be withdrawn at all 
purpose of the Bible read- 
ing is to impart an intelligent un- 
derstanding of what the Scriptures 
teach? The inclusion of the Bible in 
the public schoo] curriculum in any 
form implies an enforced Bible study. 
There can be but one logical end of 
this movement and that is Bible teach- 
ing, interpretation and application.

“But we are opposed to this bill 
even more seriously in the name of 
the Bible itself. ‘To make the Bible 
the instrument of law and force di- 
rectly contradicts the essential spirit 
and method of the Word of God. Its 
spirit is freedom, voluntariness and 
the appeal of spirit to spirit without 
coercion. It seeks to win the heart 
and asKs for no advantage except the 
power of its persuasion. Its method 
is purely spiritual. Now the state 
of Georgia in legislation can act with 
only one sanction—the sanction of 
force. With every law goes the mili- 
tary power of the state.

Shattered Tablet 


Philadelphia, July 20.—What is said 
be an archaeological discovery of 
interest to scholars the world 
over is announced by the museum of 
the University of Pennsylvania. It 
is a shattered tablet upon particles of 


to

which, pieced together, are inscribed 
many .of the missing laws from the 
code of King Hammurabi, who ruled 


Babylonia at a period estimated about 
to 2300 B. C. 

Most of the laws, as described, refer 
to financial transactions, and one con- 
‘tains ‘the germ from which, perhaps, 


2100 


sprang all bankrupt laws of the last 
{000 years. No criminal statutes are 
expounded. 

The tablet, -which is believed to be 
part of the oldest collection of laws 
and precepts extant, was found at 
Susa in the winter of 1901-02 by M. 
de Morgan, a French archaeologist, 
and brought here recently by an ex- 
pedition of the university returning 
from Nippur, an ancient city in Baby- 
lonia, where the University of Penn- 
svivania has made extensive excava- 
tions. 

Dr. Arno Poebel, of the University 
of Breslau, a distinguished oriental 
scholar, deciphered the much worn 
Babylonish. characters. The law re- 
lating to bankruptcy says: 

“Tf a man has borrowed grain or 


money from the merchant and _ has 
neither grain nor money to pay back, 
but he has movable goods, he shall 


give whatever he has to the merchant 
in the presence of witnesses according 
as—(words missing)—-the merchant 


shall not refuse; he must accept.” 
Another law, dealing with interest, 
Says: 
“If the merchant lends grain upon 


interest, he shall take one- fifth of a ker 
of gr rain for each ker as interest. If he 
lends money upon interest he shall 
take a sixth and six grains of Silver 
for each shekel as interest.” 

This would have required borrowers | 
to pay interest at the rate of 20 per 
cent. Another law provided that if a 
merchant charged compound interest 
he should lose the principal and six 
times the amount of interest as forfeit. 

The borrower who. had been robbed 
and had nothing with which to repay 
was compelled to go to the temple and 
take oath to his losses, after Ww hich he 
was permitted his freedom. 

Provision was made in the ancient 
jaw for the business man who met 
with failure, for it is set forth in the 
tablet that if an agent returning from 
a tour has made no profits the mer- 
chant may not claim interest on goods 


or for money advanced.
